BACKGROUND SORBICACID PROBEM, AND NOTED THAT ONE

CHANCE THAT MINISTRY HEALTH AND WELFARE WILL SHORTLY 
PERMIT SORBICACID UP TO 200 PPM IN WINE AND THAT 
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PRESENT LEVEL SULFUR DIOXIDE PERMITTED IN WINE OF450 PPM 
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MAY BE REDUCED. EMBASSY REQUESED INFORMATIONON INDUSTRY 
WIDE BASIS FROM WINERIES IN CALIFORNIA. NEW YORK AND 
OTHER STATE FOR EMBASSY TO USE, IF NECESSARY, IN 
APROACH TO MINISTRY HEALTH AND WELFARE.
